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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant argues that prior art of record, 
Takahashi, doesn't teach analyzing voice signals for recording worthiness. Instead, Takahashi teaches altering audio signals by the 
addition of a noise suppression spectrum to the audio signal spectrum. The examiner beileve Takahashi clearly teaches the analyzing part 
(see figure 4 item 32 and figure 5 item S5) in which determines the worthiness of incoming from by discriminating whether it is voice or 
non-voice, such that later process is able to pick the noise and suppress it in the frequency domain. Thus, the prior art clearly teaches all 
the limitation as claims, all the limitations as argued are nevertheless being met and addressed in the previoius final rejection, dated 
04/21/06.
